She started school in 
1920 at a little church on Liberty Street and 
graduated in 1934 from Belleville High 
School as Vice-President of her senior 
class of 28 members. 

Betty has had a varied work career. Her 
first job was in the coal office where she was 
in charge of doing taxes, making payroll 
and keeping the books while making $7 a 
week. Her next position was as sales lady 
at Jacobson’s in Ann Arbor. After that she 
moved up to secretary to the Dean at the 
School of Engineering at the University of 
Michigan where she stayed until she retired 
at the age of 67 in 1982. 

Besides working, she has enjoyed other 
responsibilities and interests. She was 
married to Richard Parkinson and raised 
three children, William, Philip and Kay. 
She’s kept active by walking the treadmill 
at the gym for eight years, swimming at the 
high school pool for 26 years and bowling 
in a league. She has gone parasailing, rode 


in a hot air balloon and very recently ridden 
on the back of a BMW motorcycle. She is 
also quite a poet. Ask her to recite one of 
her poems for you sometime. 

Now she has another accomplishment to

Midge Artley, Belleville 


Midge Artley named 
Honored Citizen from 
City of Belleville 


An Honored Citizen of the 2012 Belleville 
National Strawberry Festival Parade, 
Mildred (Midge) Artley was born on a 
Canton farm in 1916, the daughter of Fred 
and Kitty Artley and the second youngest 
of ten children. 

In 1918, when Midge was two years old, 
her family moved to Belleville, so that the 
children could attend Belleville schools. 
They settled into a four-bedroom home 
standing on one acre on West Columbia 
Avenue. 

Midge began her education in the 1903 
Belleville School which stood on Third 
Street where the Oakwood Healthcare 
Center is now located. In 1927, a large, 
new building was constructed on West 
Columbia, and when Midge was in the fifth 
grade, students were moved to the “new” 
Belleville School. 

(This old building is now our current 
Belleville High School. It is slated to 
be razed this summer, and the new, 
state-of-the-art high school will open in 
September.) 

Midge graduated from Belleville High 
School in 1934 in the depths of the Great 
Depression. She attended night classes at 
the University of Detroit and the Detroit 
Business Institute for two years. She later 


worked for the Belleville A. F. Fielder Coal 
Company on South Street, Bendix Aviation 
in Wayne during World War II, and Kaiser- 
Frazier Corporation at Willow Run. After 
working for a time in Toledo, she gave up 
her long commute and in 1955, accepted a 
position with the Van Buren Public Schools 
as a bookkeeper and paymaster. She 
worked for the school district for 25 years, 
ensuring that the public funds entrusted 
to her care were accounted for with the 
highest integrity. Midge retired in 1980 
after 44 years of continuous employment. 

Midge has always been deeply involved 
in the Belleville community. To list just 
a few of her many affiliations, she has 
been a member of the Belleville Planning 
Commission, the Belleville and Van Buren 
Schools Election Boards, the Charles 
B. Cozadd Rotary Foundation, and the 
Strawberry Festival Committee. She 
is a longtime member of the Belleville 
First United Methodist Church, the 
Belleville Area Women’s Club, Friends 
of the Belleville Area District Library, the 
Ypsilanti Chapter of the Daughter of the 
American Revolution, and a Life Member 
of the Belleville Area Historical Society. 

At 95 years of age, Midge still lives in her 
family home on West Columbia. Midge 
says, “...Belleville is My Town. No better 
place to live in this good-old U.S.A:!

Sumpter Twp. 
Fire Fighters 
vote to unionize 


At Tuesday’s meeting of the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees, attorney 
Rob Young announced that the Sumpter 
Township Fire Department has voted to 
become unionized. He said the vote took 
place a few weeks ago and the board did 
not oppose that taking place. 

He said the fire fighters were the last 
township group to organize. He pointed out 
other employees are members of AFSCME 
and the police patrol and command officers 
are in separate bargaining groups. 

“Everybody now is represented by 
unions,” Young said, stressing it has all 
been positive. He said he would expect 
discussions — he didn’t want to call them 
negotiations — will start very quickly, once 
an official letter is received by the board. 

Young said Fire Chief Les Powell has 
been around a long time, but never with 
a union. Young said with Powell’s help 
and Supervisor Johnny Vawters’ help, the 
process will move forward. 

Sumpter Township has had fire fighters 
from the beginning of the community. 
They were volunteers in the olden days 
and now are paid per call, although many 
volunteer hours have been put in without 
pay. An informed source said the new union 
is affiliated with MAFF — the Michigan 
Association of Fire Fighters. 

This move would indicate the fire fighters 
are not happy with the recent township 
board meddling in their affairs.

Township Fire Fighter Dan Besson from 
Battalion Chief to Lieutenant in my front 
page story on the Huron Valley Steel fire in 
the May 31 issue. Sorry, Dan. 

I’m sure he forgives me, since he has a 
forgiving nature and wonderful sense of 
humor. I have known Dan since he was a 
Belleville City Councilman. At that time he 
was also a dispatcher for Central Dispatch 
housed in the Belleville Police Department. 

And it came to pass that Dan had to decide 
whether he wanted to be a council member 
or a dispatcher, since it was determined he 
couldn’t be both. 

He resigned his dispatch position and went 
to work for Van Buren Township Dispatch 
and eventually moved on to a position in 
Flat Rock. He has climbed the ranks in the 
Van Buren Township Fire Department, as 
well, and now is a BATTALION CHIEF. 

Dan also is an excellent public information 
officer for the fire department and we do 
appreciate his detailed news releases and on- 
the-scene photos from fires and accidents. 

Police in the City of Belleville and Van 
Buren Township were busy on Thursday, 
the last day of school in the Van Buren 
Public School District. Traditionally, 
youngsters walk in large groups throughout 
the downtown and in and out of stores 
on Belleville Road celebrating their new 
summer freedom. 

Many parents required their children to go 
home on the bus that day, rather than join the 
celebrating crowds. But many youngsters 
were out and around. There were water 
balloon fights and kids squirting kids with 
spray bottles. 
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One young man threw a rock through a 
school bus window near South Middle 
School. He was quickly identified and Chief 
Gene Taylor said he would be prosecuted 
because, “We don’t tolerate throwing rocks 
at buses in Belleville.” 


After Wisconsin Governor Scott Walker 
survived a recall attempt last week, we 
received a notice from Michigan Rising 
that they have given up their attempt to 
recall Michigan Governor Rick Snyder. 
The Snyder recall effort was well short 
of its benchmark to have 200,000 petition 
signatures by June 1, the news release said. 

Instead of working on a recall, the 
Michigan Rising group announced it was 
going to create a think tank to advance 
the best interests of Michigan and will be 
working to get out the vote in the August 
and November elections. 

Locally, this means we won’t see the 
people standing outside the school board 
meetings with clipboards seeking signatures 
to recall the governor. 

We will, however, see people with 
clipboards outside the polls in August 
seeking recall signatures to oust Wayne 
County Executive Robert Ficano.

experience and at home. She played with 
real stethoscopes, tongue depressors, and 
syringes, treating her bears and dolls before 
she could even talk. And, once she could 
talk she told everyone who would listen that 
she would someday be a doctor. 

We are happy to report that in today’s 
edition we are publishing a picture of Elisa 
Verde Kolk and a story about her getting her 
medical doctor degree from the University 
of Michigan. 

And, it’s interesting to note that Elisa’s 
sister Emily is co-salutatorian of this 
year’s BHS graduating class (sharing the 
honor with Joelle Laginess — Jacob Long is 
valedictorian). 

Emily and Elisa are the daughters of 
Elizabeth and Juan Verde of Belleville.

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VBPS to consider balanced budget for upcoming school year

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education will hold a public hearing at 
6:30 p.m., June 25, at the Administration 
Building to consider a proposed 2012- 
13 budget that will get the district out of 
deficit. 

Finance Director Karen Moffitt gave a 
brief overview of the proposed budget at 
Monday’s regular school board meeting, 
saying the budget not only will pay off the 
deficit and end the state deficit elimination 
plan, but the district could end up with a 
positive fund balance of $226,602 a year 
from now. 

Her remarks were greeted with applause 
from the board and the small audience 
present at Rawsonville Elementary 
School. 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel made 
sure board members had the detailed 
budget proposal in hand so they could 
study it in advance of the public hearing 
and the vote that will following during the 
regular 7 p.m. meeting on June 25. 

Supt. Van Tassel said he cannot say he 
is pleased to present the budget, because 
there are cuts and the district is laying off 
people. 

But, he said, “It’s gratifying to know the 
district won’t be taken over by the state” 
like other districts. 

He pointed out the Van Buren district is 
$2 million over budget this year and to be 
able to pull off getting out of deficit in such 
a short time is great. 

School Board President Martha Toth said 
if the district will have a balanced budget, 
the board will have to do something about 
the motion it passed that cut the board 
members’ salaries by 13% but would 
go back up when a balanced budget is 
adopted. 

She said the total amount is trivial, but it 
would be unseemly to raise their salaries at 
this time and so a motion would have to be 
passed to keep the lower board pay. 

Moffitt confirmed that the balanced 
budget contained the reduced pay for board 
members. 

She reported the 2011-12 expenditures 
were $47,691,660, which was $2 million 
in excess of expenditures over revenues. 
The revenues for 2012-13 are expected 
to be $45,717,411 and the expenditures 
$45,267,560. 

Board Trustee Scott Russell thanked 
Moffitt for her work and, “Thank you, 
Mr. Van Tassell, Mr. Riutta (former 
Superintendent), and all the staff members 
who made this possible.” 

Moffitt said the assumptions for the 
new budget include enrollment decrease 
of 98 students, blended student count at 
5,249, reduction of $48 per student in Best 
Practices funds, no increase or decrease 
in foundation allowances, eight teacher 
retirements that will not be filled, salary 
half step increases due to the collective 
bargaining agreement, FICA expense at 
7.65% of salary, retirement expense at 


27.37% of salary, and the health insurance 
change for teachers. 

Moffitt said the district was short $2 
million at the end of the 2011-12 fiscal year 
and the decrease in revenues expected next 
year adds about another million dollars. 

But, it’s all expected to work out to a 
balanced budget. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved amendments to the 2011-12 
school district budget, as recommended by 
Moffitt; 

e Approved renewing membership in the 
Michigan Association of School Boards 
and Michigan High School Athletic 
Association; 

e Was advised of Belleville High School 
technology change orders approved by Van 
Tassel that included $1,848.56 for two more 
security cameras; $4,525 for a larger screen 
for the auditorium; $15,209 for expansion 
of the district data storage and emergency 
backup; $14,575 for video recording on a 
portable cart, and $12,567 for purchase of 
14 additional computers, some of which 
will be spares. Toth pointed out that while 
the computers are purchased with bond 
funds, the software will have to be paid 
from the general fund. Van Tassel said they 
are still determining what is needed; 

e Approved retirements of the following 
teachers and administrators: Gail Anderson, 
27 years of service; Peggy Jacobs, 33 
years; Lynne London-Onuma, 27 years; 
Karen Mida, 31 years; Susan Norquist, 
21 years; Valerie Peters, 38 years; Julie 
Schlicklin, 11 years; Margaret Voigt, 35 
years; and Richard Wenzel, 38 years. These 
retirements were announced after retirees 
were honored by the board last week; 

e Approved the retirements of 
Veronica McLeod, 33 years, and Sharon 
Hollandsworth, 27 years, both lunchroom 
supervisors at Haggerty; and bus driver 
Diane Vitale, 12 years. The resignation of 
one-year Tyler crossing guard Kimberly 
Bryant also was approved; 

e Approved the hiring of Angela 
Stroud as administrative assistant to the 
superintendent, as of June 6, to take the 
place of Kathy Kovach, who retired. Also 
approved was the hiring of bus aide Auria 
Cummings as of May 8; 

e Agreed to hold the rest of the summer 
meetings at the Administration Building 
instead of Rawsonville Elementary School, 
as planned, because of the latchkey use and 
summer cleaning at the school. The public 
was advised that the front drive to the 
Administration Building was temporary 
closed on Monday. Those attending 
meetings may have to use the back way by 
way of Davis Street; 

e Announced an update on the New Tech 
high school within a high school will be 
given at the June 25 meeting. Van Tassel 
said they have a waiting list for incoming 
ninth grade students wishing to be in the 
New Tech program; and 

e Approved minutes of the May 23 
special disciplinary meeting that led to the 


permanent expulsion of BHS Student A for 
violating state law MCL 380.1311(2) -- If 
a pupil possesses in a weapon free school 
zone a weapon that constitutes a dangerous 
weapon, commits arson ina school building 
or on school grounds, or commits criminal 
sexual conduct in a school building or on 
school grounds -- and the Student Code of 
Conduct. The suspension of BHS Student 
B for 180 school days and the expulsion 
of BHS Student C for 180 school days also 
were approved because they were found to 
have violated the Student Code of Conduct 
concerning weapons. 


School Board supports 
putting 2-mill tax 
proposal on Nov. 6 ballot 


The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education voted unanimously Monday 
in support of placing a 2-mill, 5-year 
property tax proposal on the Nov. 6 ballot 
to get more money for school operations in 
Wayne County. 

If school districts with more than 50% 
of the student population in Wayne County, 
excluding Detroit, support the Regional 
Enhancement Millage, the countywide tax 
will be put before voters in November. 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel told 
the board that several months ago the 
superintendents of Wayne County met 
together to discuss the many districts that 


were in dire circumstances and couldn’t 
cut any more from their budgets. 

The enhancement millage was suggested 
to be put on the ballot to get more money 
for operations. 

“All they asked for is the opportunity for 
people to vote on it,” Van Tassel said. 

The millage is expected to raise about $85 
million when first levied in 2012. Revenue 
is slated to go to 34 school districts, 
including Van Buren (excluding Detroit). 

“Tf it passes, we’re looking at $2 million 
additional in this district,” Van Tassel said, 
explaining it comes on a per-pupil basis. 

He said Detroit has a non-homestead 
millage renewal on its Aug. 7 ballot and 
they are a little jumpy about getting that 
passed. 

School Board President Martha Toth 
said Detroit would be a donor district, 
contributing more than it gets back because 
of the loss in student population. 

“This is not an endorsement of the 
millage,” Toth insisted, saying, “We have 
to ask the voters.” 

She said if the districts with large student 
populations, such as Plymouth Canton, 
Livonia and few others support the 
proposal, that would be enough to get it on 
the ballot. 

“You have to have the language for the 
November ballot by Aug. 28,” said Trustee 
Sherry Frazier. “I personally don’t think 
we have anything to lose.”

Later in the event, Millard explained that 
the three no-shows wanted the questions 
she would be asking in advance and wanted 
a more neutral moderator than Millard. 

Millard said she just completed the list 
of questions the afternoon of the debate, 
so she wouldn’t have been able to supply 
them. Also, she said she lives in Ypsilanti 
Township and is not biased. 

She also said that White was asked to have 
the session video-recorded for showing on 
VBT Channel 12, but he said no. 

(Millard announced that the Belleville 
Lake Current was recording the meeting 
and would put it on the internet.) 

Later, White said Millard’s statements 
concerning the three were correct. He 
said the three candidates also asked for an 
unbiased timer who would give warnings 
when time was close to being up and they 
would have been satisfied on this point if 
they had known Sophie Zoller was doing 
the timing. 

He said he recalled the session before the 
2008 election put on by the Women’s Club 
and, “It was a set up.” He said at least one 
candidate had the questions ahead of time 
and was able to get prepared on certain 
topics. 

“I didn’t want to be blind-sided,’” White 
said. “I didn’t want a free for all.” 

He said he, Wright, and Herman decided 
together not to attend. 

White recalled that the recording of the 
2008 meet the candidates’ event ran non- 
stop on VBT cable before the election. 

White said the three candidates were 
cautious about the event and were willing 
to attend as long as everyone got the 
questions at the same time and there was a 
level playing field. 

He said the three actually had a meeting 
that evening that had been scheduled prior 
to notice of the debate.

The five candidates that did attend the 
event started off by introducing themselves. 
Later they were given three minutes each 
to say why they were running for office and 
what they hoped to accomplish. 

Candidates attending were: 

e Linda Combs, candidate for 
supervisor; 

e Larry Fix, candidate for supervisor; 

e Timothy Szetela, candidate for 
supervisor;

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Local police report no businesses selling K2 in tri-community

Van Buren Township Police Captain 
Gregory Laurain said on June 4 his 
undercover officers were sent out to check 
local party stores and other businesses 
and reported there were no stores in VBT 
selling K2 or other synthetic drugs. 

“We don’t have an issue here,” 
Captain Laurain. “We’re on top of it.” 

Captain Laurain said the statement by Tom 
Fielder reported in last week’s Independent 
concerning K2 (Spice) saying undercover 
officers found it for sale “everywhere”, is 
information that is about a year and a half 
old. 

Retired Police Captain Ken Brooks, who 
was active in Growth Works with Fielder, 
was quoted by Fielder at the Belleville City 
Council meeting June 4. Growth Works is 
an outpatient substance abuse treatment 
center with a contract to help juvenile 
offenders. 

Fielder said Brooks reported sales of the 
synthetic drug in the township, but Laurain 
stressed that is outdated information. 

About a year and a half ago, the growing 
presence of synthetic drugs was reported 
by Growth Works and Captain Brooks sent 
out a letter to VBT businesses warning 
them about the substance, which is legal to 
sell but devastating to users. 

Then, Lt. Mark Buckberry, who was 
head of the special investigative unit (SIU) 
at the time, sent officers out to check 
township businesses and found there were 


said 


some sales of the substances, but it wasn’t 
rampant, Laurain said. 

He said Captain Brooks was proactive 
with sending the letters to alert businesses 
a year and a half ago and the department 
has remained alert to the problem. 

Laurain said there was only one incident 
the department had with K2 that he knows 
of. 

He said he understands French Landing 
party store, located on Belleville Road 
across from Meijer, posted a pledge at the 
store not to sell such substances. 

Laurain said if anyone in the community 
knows of a local place selling K2 or other 
synthetic drugs, he or she should drop the 
police a line to let them know. 

Belleville Police Chief Gene Taylor 
said there have been no complaints about 
sales of K2 in the City of Belleville. He 
said merchants have been sensitive to the 
community and are not selling the synthetic 
designer drugs, although they are legal to 
sell. 

Chief Taylor said the city is waiting to 
see what the Legislature does about the 
problem, since laws are being considered 
in Lansing. 

Sumpter Township Police Chief James 
Pierce went out to talk to merchants last 
week about the substances and was assured 
by the businesses that they did not want to 
get involved in sales of the drugs. 

Recently the use of K2 (also known as 
Spice) has been reported by the Detroit- 
area media since the substance, which 


currently is legal, has been blamed for 
users becoming violent. One young man 
smoked K2 before dying on a Michigan 
beach. Murders have been blamed on the 
substance. 

K2 supposedly is sold as potpourri, 
but some teens ingest it to get high. Side 
effects include agitation, confusion, panic 
attacks, hallucinations, seizures and 
stroke. Synthetic drugs are sold in brightly 
colored packages, which are attractive to 
youngsters. 

Oakland County and several communities 
in Wayne County have enacted emergency 
ordinances banning the sale of synthetic 
drugs and the state legislature also is 
working on a state law. 

At the June 5 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees, Public Safety 
Director Carl McClanahan said he, too, is 
working on an emergency ordinance to ban 
the sale of the substances in the township. 

The federal government is working on a 
ban of fake marijuana and “bath salts”. 

In March, Sumpter Township Police 
issued a warning about “bath salts” after 
arresting a man who was high on the 
substance. 

Officer Chaim Kozak was on patrol on 
Feb. 16 when he saw a man driving in 
circles in the middle of the Willis/Sumpter 
Road intersection. 

The driver told Officer Kozak that he was 
lost. He had driven 10 hours from Iowa 
with a friend because they heard another of 
the friends was in a hospital in Michigan. 


He couldn’t remember what happened to 
the friend he drove in with. 

When the driver was taken to the Sumpter 
Police holding cell, he started acting crazy, 
stripping himself naked and crawling the 
walls. Police called an ambulance. 

Sumpter Detective John Toth said bath 
salts, a synthetic drug, was made illegal in 
Michigan last October due to the efforts of 
Senator Carl Levin. But, the substance is 
still legal in some other states, including 
Iowa. 

The driver stayed in the holding cell until 
he got sober. He told Det. Toth that he used 
to do methamphetamines, but then decided 
to switch to bath salts because it is legal 
in Iowa. 


Update: Sumpter passes 
emergency ordinance 


On Tuesday, the Sumpter Township Board 
of trustees unanimously passed Emergency 
Ordinance 111 outlawing synthetic 
marijuana and other dangerous products. 
The ordinance, which will become 
effective immediately upon publication 
in next week’s Independent, makes it a 
misdemeanor if found guilty of possessing, 
using, or trafficking in synthetic marijuana 
and other products or materials that are in 
a form that allows for human consumption. 
Many compounds are listed.

The Belleville Water Department wants you to know that your tap water is safe to drink 
and that it meets or surpasses all Federal and State standards for quality and safety. 


Overview 

The City of Belleville is proud of the fine drinking water it provides. This annual water quality 
report shows the source of our water, lists the results of our tests, and contains much important 
information about water and health. Belleville Water Department will notify you immediately if 
there is any reason for concern about your water. We are happy to show you how we have 
surpassed water-quality standards. After this year you will be seeing this report by July 1“ each 
year. 


Water Source 

The City of Belleville water is supplied by the City of Detroit from its Southwest Water 
Treatment Plant. The Detroit Water Department provides drinking water to approximately 4.2 
million people in 126 Michigan Communities. The City of Belleville has purchased approximate 
171,642,000 gallons of water in 1998. 


The system uses water drawn from Detroit River’s 12-foot diameter intake that is approximately 
120 feet deep. The Line slopes to a depth of 132 feet in approximately one mile where it 
connects at a vertical shore shaft, which causes raw water to rise and enter a land tunnel. The 
12-foot diameter shore or land tunnel! travels another 3-miles to the Southwest low lift pumps. 


The many miles of deep raw water tunnels are periodically inspected either by hard hat divers or 
with cameras, for structural integrity and zebra mussel infestation. 


The sources of drinking water (both tap and bottled water) include rivers. lakes, streams, ponds, 
reservoirs, springs and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the 
ground, it dissolves naturally-occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and 
can pick up substances resulting from presence of animal or human activity. 


Your source of water comes from the Detroit river, situated within lake St Clair, Clinton River, 
Detroit River, Rouge River, Ecorse River, in the U.S and parts of the Thames River, Little river, 
Turkey River and Sydenham watersheds in Canada. The Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality in partnership with the U.S Geological Survey, The Detroit water and Sewage 
Department, and the Michigan Public Healih Institute performed a source water assessment in 
2004 to determine the susceptibility of potential contamination. The susceptibility rating in on a 
seven-tiered scale from “very jow” to “very high” based on geologic sensitivity, water chemistry, 
and contaminant sources. 


The susceptibility of our Detroit river source water intakes were determined to be highly 
susceptible to potential contamination. However, all four Detroit water treatment plants that use 
source water from Detroit River have historically provided satisfactory treatment of this source 
water to meet drinking water standards. DWSD has initiated source water protection program. 
DWSD participates in a National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System permit discharge 
program and has an emergency response management plan. If you would like to know more 
information about this report or a complete copy of this report please contact DWSD.

How Do We Know our Water Is Safe. 

We obtain water from the City of Detroit whose treatment facilities operate 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. The treatment process begins with the disinfecting the source water with 
chlorine to kill harmful microorganisms that can cause illness. Next, chemical called alum is 
mixed with the water to remove the fine particles that make the water cloudy or turbid. Alum 
causes the particles to clump together and settle to the bottom. Fluoride is also added to protect 
our teeth from cavities and decay. 


The water then flows through fine sand filters called beds. These filters remove even more 
particles and certain microorganisms that are resistant to chlorine. Finally, a small amount of 
phosphoric acid and chlorine are added to the treated water just before it leaves the treatment 
plant. The phosphoric acid helps control the lead that may dissolve in the water from household 
plumbing systems. The Chlorine keeps the water disinfected as it travels through water mains to 
reach your home. 


The water is tested for a variety of substances before treatment, during various stages of 
treatment, and throughout the distribution system on a regular basis. The City of Belleville has 
several testing locations that are tested regularly by the City of Detroit Water System. If any 
contaminates are detected at an unacceptable level, the City as well as the residents will be 
notified. All of the City of Belleville samples have tested negative for total coliform bacteria. 


Unregulated Contaminants 

Unregulated contaminants are those for which EPA has not established drinking water standards. 
Monitoring helps EPA to determine where certain contaminants occur and whether it needs to 
regulate those contaminants. Beginning in July of 2008, the Detroit water and Sewage 
Department (DWSD) began monitoring quarterly for unregulated contaminants under the 
Unregulated Contaminant Monitoring rule 2 (UCMR2).

What is Cryptosporidium? 

Cryptosporidium is a disease-causing parasite that lives in the intestinal tract of many animals 
including dogs and cats. Cryptosporidium can be introduced into bodies of water by way of 
surface runoff containing animal waste and sewage discharge. 


Cryptosporidium is a microbial pathogen found in the surface water throughout the U.S. 
Although filtration removes Cryptosporidium, the most commonly used filtration methods 
cannot guarantee 100 percent removal. Our monitoring indicates the presence of these 
organisms in our source water. Cryptosporidium was detected once during a twelve month 
period at our Detroit River intake plants. Current test methods do not allow us to determine if 
the organisms are dead or if they are capable of causing disease. Ingestion of cryptosporidium 
may cause cryptosporidiosis, an abdominal infection. Symptoms of infection include nausea, 
diarrhea, and abdominal cramps. Most healthy individuals can overcome the disease within 
weeks. However, immune-compromised people, infants and small children, and the elderly are at 
greater risks of developing life threatening illness. We encourage immune-comprised individuals 
to consult their doctor regarding appropriate precautions to take to avoid infection. 
Cryptosporidium must be ingested to causes disease, and it may be spread through means other 


than drinking water.

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Johnson sentenced to 
probation, has to pay 
victim restitution

Thomas Michael Johnson, 51, of Van 
Buren Township has been sentenced to one 
year probation and eight days on the 34" 
District Court work program. He also has 
to pay $700 in restitution to his victim. 

Johnson, who pled guilty on April 27 to 
one count of Receiving and Concealing 
Stolen Property, went before 34" District 
Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green on 
June 7 for his sentencing. 

The sentencing had been delayed since he 
told Judge Green he was scheduled to have 
heart valve surgery in May. 

Johnson was represented by court- 
appointed attorney Jeffrey Babbage. In his 
plea deal, in exchange for the guilty plea, 
two of three Receiving and Concealing 
charges were dismissed. 

Babbage told Judge Green that Johnson 
is unemployed and living with family. 
Johnson said he hadn’t been in trouble for 
the past 30 years. 

Babbage told the judge that Johnson 
allowed some people to live with him that 
collected other people’s possessions. 

Johnson was arrested April 4 by Van 
Buren Township Police after being found 
with a stolen flat-screened TV and other 
stolen items. 

VBT Police Captain Greg Laurain said 
Special Investigative Unit (SIU) personnel 
spent countless hours of surveillance and 
investigating trips to solve the rash of 
home invasions in the Denton Subdivision 
area from November through April. 

He said they put together five cases after 
seeing Johnson attempting to transport 
stolen property from his residence in 
the 6500 block of Parkside in Town and 
Country mobile home park, adjoining the 
Denton neighborhood. He was carrying a 
flat-screened TV stolen from a Michigan 
Avenue home the day before, Laurain 
said. 

Laurain said a search warrant was executed 
on Johnson’s residence and a large cache of 
jewelry and electronics were seized along 
with prescription narcotic bottles from 
prior break-ins in Denton Subdivision. 

The break-in victim who owned the 
flat-screened TV and other items police 
found in Johnson’s possession asked for 
restitution. Judge Green ordered him to 
pay her insurance deductible of $500, plus 
a $200 increase in her insurance premium. 
Once that is paid, he must pay a court fine 
of $400 and state costs of $125. 

Following the sentencing, Johnson had 
to see the probation department on another 
matter. 

He was scheduled for a pre-trial hearing 
June 14 before Judge David Parrott on 
another charge from the Denton Subdivision 
crimes. 

Each charge against Johnson is being 
heard separately by the court, according to 
Public Safety Director Carl McClanahan.

VBT re-programs 
CDBG funds from 
sidewalks to ball field

At its regular meeting June 5, the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees held a public 
hearing and then unanimously approved 
reprogramming $187,587 of federal block grant 
funds from the Belleville Road Sidewalk Project 
to complete work on the Beck Road ball fields. 

Community Development Block Grant money 
from 2008, 2009, and 2010 had been set aside 
to purchase right-of-way on Belleville Road to 
build a sidewalk on the east side from Tyler to 
Robson roads. 

Last fall, the township was informed that 
the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) had questioned the 
cost benefit of spending about $185,000 to 
acquire easements on which to build a $66,000 
sidewalk. 

Terry Carroll, director of planning and 
economic development, said the township had 
been awaiting the final determination on the 
funds for a number of weeks. 

Meanwhile, the Wayne County Community 
Development Advisory Council approved an 
extension on the use of funds for 2008 and 2009 
until Sept. 30, 2012, in order to allow time to 
get this issue resolved. 

Because there had been no movement on a HUD 
decision for some time, Carroll recommended 
those two years be reprogrammed in order to 
save them from recapture. 

“We have been successful in convincing Wayne 
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County, the entity that administers these funds, 
that the block group in which the Beck Road 
Ball Fields are located is eligible for funding 
because of the income of the individuals living 
in this area,” Carroll wrote in a memo. 

He specifically reported that the ball fields are 
located in Census Tract 28163, Block 588100, 
Block Group 3 and this area has had a low and 
moderate income population of 55.1% for the 
past two years. 

The recent project funded by the EQ 
Company at the ball fields had to be scaled back 
considerably when unexpected storm water 
drainage issues arose during construction. 

Several items did not get accomplished, 
including the pavilion and the playscape, and 
Carroll urged the board to reprogram the funds 
for 2008 and 2009 to cover these items instead 
of losing the money. 

He said the estimates are: playscape, $61,000; 
pavilion, $25,000; and six dugouts, $30,000; for 
a total of $116,000. 

Since these items exceeded the $41,495 from 
2008 and the $48,792 from 2009, he suggested 
reprogramming the 2010 funds of $97,300 that 
is also supposed to be fully expended this year. 

That total is $187,587. Carroll said the extra 
funds will provide for a contingency and other 
items might be able to be added to the ball field 
upgrades, such as a full architectural review of 
the concession stand, with a recommendation 
for improvements. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said in his opinion it is a 
better use of the CDBG funds than buying road 
right of way for Wayne County.

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Keystone board OKs 
budget, elects officers at 
annual meeting

The Keystone Charter Academy Board of 
Directors approved a slightly reduced, but 
balanced, budget for the 2012-13 school 
year and elected officers at its busy annual 
board meeting May 10. 

Vesta Losen was re-elected president. 
New vice-president is Deborah Whyman. 
Treasurer Amy Gusfa 
and Secretary Susan 
Meland were re-elected. 
Former vice president 
Paul Rice indicated he 
will be resigning from 
the board because of 
his busy schedule.

Godfrey through the steps to find 
a parent to replace Rice on the board, since 
Meland’s child graduated from Keystone 
and she had held that role. Four names 
were mentioned as possibilities. 

The board approved the amended 2011-12 
balanced budget of $5,944,797 and the new 
2012-13 balanced budget of $5,863,276. 

During discussion, it was learned the 
$81,521 reduction in the budget will be 
in the area of being more conservative in 
overhead, including a more centralized 
central office, with no reductions to 
classrooms. 

The teacher salaries, books, and 
teaching supplies will not be impacted, 
said John Joyner of National Heritage 
Academies, who attended the meeting via 
speakerphone. 

The new budget was based on 760 students 
with flat state aid of $7,232 per student. 
There will be a decrease in revenue overall 
because of property tax relief, with, maybe, 
a little boost in state aid, Joyner said. 

The board removed five items from the 
agenda so they can be finalized, executed, 
and brought back to the board to ratify. 
Doing the fine-tuning will be Treasurer 
Gusfa and attorney La Rae G. Munk. 

Munk explained the services agreement 
and lease are not in final form from Bay 
Mills (the charter sponsor) and some 
legislative items at a state level are “hanging 
out there that could affect us.” 

Keturah Godfrey, who recently was named 
Keystone principal, gave the monthly 
report. She replaces Jaclyn Jeffrey, who 
has been promoted within the National 
Heritage Academies system. 

In leaving, Jeffrey is taking four Keystone 
staff members with her to be in management 
positions and two others — teachers in first 
and third grades -- are leaving because of 
their husbands’ jobs. 

Godfrey said there are 80 applications for 
the Kindergarten position, with one good 
prospect relocating here from Florida. She 
said while filling the Kindergarten position, 
they also are scouting the candidates for 
the third-grade position.
